The Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland, under the instructions of the Lords 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, advance to tenants purchasing their holdings 
under the Act a sum equal to two-thirds of the purchase-money, provided such money 
does not exceed 27 years’ purchase of the Government valuation ; but in cases where the 
applicants are dissatisfied with the amount off ered, and are willing to pay the expense of a 
re-valuation, the Commissioners are authorised to exercise their discretion in referring the 
question to the Commissioner of Valuation for. his opinion of the fair value. In some 
cases this course has been taken, and the value of the holdings having been estimated at 30 
years’ purchase of the Government valuation, two-thirds of the amount so determined has 
been granted to the applying tenants. 

In estimating the annual value of any holding, the Board in all cases deduct there- 
from all charges having priority under the Act.
